In Assembly Talk 


Speaking on “Gandhi, the Man and 
his Methods’’, Dr. Haridas Muzumdar 
of India, one of Mahatmi Gandhi’s 
assistance and close personal friends, 
appeared before the students of the 
Santa Ana junor college yesterday as 
the weature of the weekly assembly 
program. 

Dr. Mazumdar came to the United 
States 10 years ago to study and won 
his degree in Northwestern Univer- 
sity in 1928. A scholorship which he 
won enabled furthur study in the 
University of Wisconsin, where he 
won his. Ph.D. 

He. edited Gandhi’s book, “Sermon 
on the: Sea”, and is author of two 
volumes, “Gandhi, the Apostle” and 
Non-Violent. Revilution’’. 
After his return to India in 1929 and 
his participation in Gandhi’s . march 
to the sea, he became the liaison man: 
for the India National party to the

KING RULE UP FOR REFERENDUM 


Beard Growing Contest To Begin March 27

Students Will Get Chance 
To Choose Type Of 
Ruling 


Smoking In Autos May Be 
Allowed Next Quarter 


Referendum of the smoking ques- 
tion will be put before the Associated 
Students March 24, it was decided by 
the executive board in their meeting 
Monday afternoon. 

Considerable disfavor of the pre- 
sent regulation which requires stu- 
dents to cross the center of the street 
to smoke was expressed by certain 
members of the board. It was held 
by them that the present situation is 
defeating the purpose of the regula- 
tion—to eliminate the presence of 
groups of students loafing on the 
boundaries of the campus. 

There are more students who are 
smoking in the streets and the ap- 
pearance is a great deal worse than 
fcrmerly when they were allowed to 
stuoke in cars or beyond the curbing 
ox the grounds, it was declared. 
What regulations should be adopted 
in place of the present rule was the 
question that came before the body 
in their meeting Monday. 

A minority of the commissioners 
felt that the rule immediately should 
be completely abolished. This opinion 
was later overruled when the board 
decided to take no action on _ the 
question, but continue enforcing the 
measure until the close of the quar- 
ter when they plan to put the ques- 
tion before the students in the form 
of a referendum. 

At the time of the balloting on 
the referendum, students will be al- 
lowed to give their opinions as to 
what type regulation should be pass- 
ed. The referendum will decide whet- 
her students desire to have the con- 
trol of the problem under the regime 
of the faculty or Associated Stu- 
dents.

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| EDITORIAL COMMENT 


The Power Of The Board 


It is in the realm of El Don to crititize. or commend the 


Executive Board on its actions. Just as in the business world, 
the daily-newspapers have the right to criticize public officials. 


For the past six weeks the 


smoking law passed by the last 


semester Executive Board has been put up to a test. This period 
of experiment will end with the close of the quarter at which 


time, it was agreed by the new board, if the students felt it 
necessary it should be put up for referendum. 


Several members of the board are calling for a change in 


the regulation which requires 


studnts to cross the street for 


their smoking. This action would directly contradict the former 
resolution of the board that they strictly enforce the regulation 


during the trial weeks. 


Students have shown their cooperation in following out the 
regulation to the letter. Only a handful have purposely violated 
the rule. This handful, it seems, is trying to make the Executive 
Board dance at the crack of their whip. 

The board, after considerable discussion, decided to wait two 
weeks of the experiment and then put the question up to the 
vote of the students. Information will also be secured at this 
balloting as to any regulations that the Associated Students 
would desire to have put in effect. 


This action deserves commendation. 


If the board is to 


change its rulings every few weeks its power will be lost. Let 
the referendum show the students’ opinion on the question. 


The purpose of the regulation was to eliminate thé oafing 
and bad appearance of students clustering about on the boun- 
daries of the campus. The appearance is much worse than it 
was at the time of the previous ruling. Students are now stand- 
ing in the middle of the street an if taxpayers ever had a chance 
to kick, they do now. There may: be a need for a change in 
rules, if so, the experimental period has been of value. 


DON TALKIES 


De you think that a compulsory 
student ticket'to be sold at a lower 
rate would solve the student ticket 
problem’ which has confronted the 
Executive Board this term and been 
the cause of numerous ineligibilities 
in activities of the college? 

Lorna Allen—I feel that it is al- 
most a necessity to have a ticket of 
this nature next year.

I believe that 
year book and athletic tickets should 
be sold separately. 

Melvin Beatty—It would relieve a 
lot of complications if every student 
were required to purchase a ticket 
when he registered. 

Oran Asa—The best scheme that 
ever hit-this college. As a member of 
last semester’s board, I came in con- 
tact. with the many problems that 
arose over. ineligibilities, A compul- 
sory ticket would eliminate this fric- 
tion. 

: George Griffith—It’s the only solu- 
tion to the problem. of financing the 
activities of the Associated Students. 
If it were put at a cheaper rate and 
made payable each semester when 
registering. 

Helen Hendricks—Sell two tickets: 
one for general activity and the 
other an athletic. ticket, Participators 
in sports should not be forced to pay 
to see the games they cannot wit- 
ness. . 

Jo Smith—A. compulsory ticket 
would-work a-hardship.on many stu- 
dents who are. not- interested in col- 
lege. activities. .Should. these people 
be forced to buy: one? I am. not: in 
favor. of this measure. 

Betty. Maloney—The Executive 
Board: of the Associated Students 
makes‘laws that effect’the entire stu- 
dent: body ‘whether they are a mem- 
ber: of the Associated Students or 
not. It seems only right that these 


‘students should have a part in elect- 
ing the officers that control their ac- 
tivities; therefore, everyone should 
be required to purchase a ticket at the 
beginning. of the. school term. 

“Bud” White—Many of the stu- 
dents. work on Saturdays and are 
not able to take part in college ac- 
tivities; these students should not be 
forced to purchase a ticket that is 
of absolutely no use to them.

Sigrid Undset concludes her great 


tetrology of medieval days, ‘The 
Master of Hestviken’’, by complesing 
the magnificent life story of Olav 
Audunsson in her novel, “The-Sou 
Audunsson in er novel, “The Son 
titude toward religion is very clear- 
ly. portrayed. Madam Undset, honor- 
ed in 1928 with the Noble prize in 
literature, has in these four novels 
created a momentous work. “Sigrid 
Undset’s historical novels’’, says the 
New York Times, “are contributions 
to literature because they combine’a 
supreme identification on the au- 
thor’s part with the manners, morals 
the feelings of a particular age and 
an understanding and creative grasp 
of fundamental human character.” 


Olav Audunsson had been a bold 
warrior and was a good, honest 
franklin but odd an unsociable. In 
his:youth he had wished desperately 
to be taken for one who was resource- 
ful, prudent and strong. He had faced 
men with white lies and petty de- 
ceit that they might think him a 
man. In the beginning it had meant 
no more than that he was afraid 
they might smile if they found that 
he was only a young, hot-headed, 
weak-spirited lad. But he had carried 
this playing with truth to such 
length that he became a __ secret 
plSyer.

The convention was of a 
week’s duration, lasting from Febru- 
ary 21-28. Fifteen thousand people 
were present. 

An interesting program was pre- 
sented for the visiting educators. 
Admiral Byrd spoke on exploration 
and the south pole. He showed pic- 
tures as an extra feature. 

The poet, Edgar A. Guest, gave 
several original poems as well as a 
short talk. An attempt was made to 
get. Henry Ford to address the con- 
vention, but Ford was not able. 

A visit to Ford’s trade school in 


Dearborn was then carried out. This. 


school is the most efficient trade 
school in America. Machine, electri- 
cal, and radio wor kis taught to the 
students, who number over three 
thousand. 

“Of special interest to me”, said 
Mr. Hammond, “was the speech 
given by Professor Goodwin Watson 
of Columbia University, who advo- 
cates radical changes in high school 
curriculum. He advises a moderniza- 
tion of the work. In his plan, the 
unit system would he done away with, 
and students would be allowed to fol- 
low their own bent, taking what they 
wish. This would be practically im- 
possible, however, without corres- 
ponding changes in college entrance 
requirements.” 

California sent 175 representatives 
to the convention. Those attending 
from Orange county besides D. K. 
Hammond were L. E. Plummer from 
Fullerton, Haven Smith of Orange, 
M. S. Jones, Huntington Beach, S. R. 
Fitz, Garden Grove, and L. F. Har- 
vey of Brea. 

The State University at Ames, 
Iowa, was visited. This college has 
strong departments of agriculture, 
home economics, and engineering. 

The convention was held in De- 
troit as that city is the center of 
progressive. education. There is one 
district board of education control- 
ling the entire school system from 
the kindergarten to the four-year 
college course.
